THE IRISH BANK 
DIVIDENDS. 


RATES UNCHANGED. 


With the Bank of Ireland and the 
National Bank declarations made yester- 
day, the dividend results of the Irish 
banks, so far as they affect shareholders, 
are now complete. nlike some of their 
big neighbours across the Channel, our 
banks have maintained their dividends as 
they stood at this time last year. 

In common with the members of the 
“ Big Six,” the Bank of Ireland and the 
National Bank have transferred substan- 
tial sums to reserves for contingencies. In 
the case of the Bank of Ireland the amount 
transferred from the “ Rest ' is £300,000 ; 
and in the case of the National Bank the 
amount transferred from reserve is 
£485 000. ; tá 
The Hibernian Bank has created a 
special reserve for contingencies by trans- 


ferring £100,000 from the Reserve Fund. 


BALANCING DATES. 

On the whole, it may be assumed, in the 
absence of several of the balance sheets, 
that the profits of the year have been well 
maintained, that the customers of the 
banks have been generously met in their 
demands for accqgmmodation, and that 
there has been only a very slight shrinkage 
in deposits. | 

It should be noted in this connection 
that in some cases comparisons with past 
results wil] be rendered difficult by the 
changes in the balancing dates of two of 
the banks—the Royal and the Northern— 
from August 31 to December 31. This 
change has been made to meet the require- 
ments of the Currency Commission, and as 
the years pass it will be possible to arrive 
at absolutely accurate figures regarding 
the operations of all the banks, both in 
Northern Ireland and the Free State.

SOUTHERN COAST. 


An intense south-westerly gale, accom- 
anied by heavy seas, has n raging 
intermittently for the past week over the 
Southern Irish coast, and vessels arriving 
at Queenstown from cross-Channel rts 
report experiencing stormy and belated 
passa Outgoing coasters are at anchor 
awaiting a lull in the weather before pro- 
ceeding seawards, but, so far as can be 
ascertained, little or no damage has been 
sustained to shipping at sea or property 
on shore in this district. 

The Limerick Steamship Company's 
steamer Mungret, $15 tons gross, is lying 
at anchor in mid-stream, weather-bound. 
The . Mungret, with general cargo for 
Limerick, sailed from London on the 6th 
instant; but, encountering heavy weather 
in the Channel, put into St. Ives, on the 


Queenstown at nine o'clock on Tuesday. 
night last, following an extremely stormy 
passage down Channel. She sailed again 
at midnight on Wednesday, but from the 
verv onset ran into the teeth of a south- 
westerly gale. Continually swept by heavy 
seas, she had only proceeded at pest 
reduced speed as far as the Old Head of 
Kinsale, twenty miles distant from Cork 
Harbour, when her captain decided to 
turn his vessel round and return to 
Queenstown. 


GREAT SALVAGE FEAT. 


A three-masted vessel, the Camlough 
(530 tons), owned by Messrs. John Kelly, 
Ltd., Belfast, which. was repo yes- 
terday morning to be drifting in the gale 
in the Irish annel, with the  Port- 
patrick (Wigtownshire) and Donaghadee 
(Co. Down) lifeboats standing by, subse- 
quently went ashore in Luce Bay, on the 
Wigtownshire coast. Captain Harvey and 
a crew of seven men, the majority be- 
longing to Belfast, were rescued by the 
Portpatrick lifeboat. The Camlough was 
taken in tow by the Limerick steamer 
Moyalla after the hawser had snapped 
seven times 

For more than six hours the Camlough, 
with her engines out of action, was t 
about like a cork at the mercy of the waves 
off the Wigtownshire coast. Not the least 
remarkable feature of her exciting ad- 
venture, which lasted altogether thirty 
hours from the time engine trouble first 
developed and gradually became worse, is 
the fact that the Moyalla (642 tons), owned 
by the Limerick Steamship Company, 
which came to her assistance, took the 
Camlough in tow, but the hawser parted 
seven times. 

Undaunted by mountainous waves, which 
would have made the stoutest of hearts 
uail, the crews of the two vessels tied the 
awser again ind again; but the power- 
ful rope, owing to the stress of the 
turbulent seas, snapped as if it were a 
mere thread. 7 

In spite of the peril attached to taking 
the Camlough in tow in a raging sea, the 
Moyalla stood near by al] the time wait- 
ing for a favourable opportunity. Finally, 
after the Belfast vessel had been battered 
and buffeted until it seemed every moment 
would be her last, the Limerick vessel got 
another rope aboard, and the Camlough 
was taken. to the comparative safety of 
Luce Bay. : 
Captain W. E. Goggin, the skipper of 
the Moyalla, has been in the employment 
of the Limerick Steamship Company for 
seven years. He is a Limerick man, and 
served with the Royal Air Force during 
the war. 


LIKE TIDAL WAVE. 
‘Following a day of haze and heavy rain, 
and a night of violent hail showers, there 
broke over Inishowen on Wednesday 
morning a tremendous storm of wind and 
rain. wind blew at gale force from: 
the south-west, and the tide around the 
Inishowen coast rose to a height not seen 
for very many years. In the land-locked 
Strabrega Bay the coming of the tide was 
observed like a tidal wave which ran 
inland high up the surrounding fields, 
into farm yards, and even into farm 
houses. Then just about the time of high 
water, and the turn of the tide, the wind 
dropped with remarkable suddenness. 
Within three-quarters of an hour, and 
throughout the rest of the day, though 
cold, it was perfectly ca!m. 

A fierce south-westerly gale raged from 
the early hours of yesterday morning and 
throughout the day in Tipperary. In some 
districts houses were stripped of slates and

In a leading article The Times ob- 
serves :—The Balance of Trade Committee 
of the Cabinet is nearing the end of its 
labours, and will shortly report on the 
measures required to meet the situation 
‘disclosed in the trade returns. Those 
measures, it may be assumed, will include 


agreement that, in order to preserve the 
stability of the currency, it is essential to 
check the flood of imports, which last year 
exceeded exports by over £400,000,000. 
What form the iff will take and whien 
it will be intrody@ed are points apparently 
still uncertain. They cannot, in any case, 
be settled until the Government have re- 
ceived and considered the Committee s 
report. Since the strain becomes more 
dangerous every day that it is allowed to 
continue, the sooner action is taken to 
relieve it the better, even if, for the time 
being, that action should be confined to a 
general measure restricting importations. 
On a general measure of that kind, which 
would, of course, be largely experimental, 
a properly constituted Tariff Commission 
would be able to build up a more scientifi¢e 
policy, a policy, that is, which would aim at 
redressing the balance of trade not merely 
by putting a check. on imports, but also 


some form of tariff; for there is general | 


danger, is that of fostering inefficiency, 
thus raising the costs of production 
handicapping the export trades, a 
weakening, instead of strengthening, the 
economic position of the nation. 

It should be laid down that any industry 
receiving the shelter of a tariff assumes 
the definite obligation towards the State 
to demonstrate its efficiency by producing 
goods at prices which will not impose an 
unfair urden on consumers, and 
especially on the industries for which 
their products constitute the raw material. 
Failure within a reasonable time to fulfil 
that obligation should forfeit the right to 
tariff protection.

Felix O'Hanlon, 24 East Essex street, 
ger for compensation from Thomas Gall, 
16 South Frederick street, Dublin, for 
oo sustained on the occasion of the 
collapse in June last of the house in South 
Frederick street, in which he was employed 
as a tailor on piece work. He was si 
in the débris, and when he was pulled out 
his boots were left behind. He was paid 
29s. a week up to October last, and he now 
asked that, that amount, should be continued, 
as he was unfit for work. 

The applicant was examined, and said 
that if he went back to the house be believed 
that he ‘‘ would die suddenly.”’ 

Dr. O'Carroll said that the condition of 
the eee was bordering on neurasthenia. 
He believed that his terror of the house in 
which he was buried was a genuine terror, 
and was analagous to the feelings of children 
suffering from night terror. 

Dr. Furlong, for the respondent, said that 
he was of opinion that the applicant was fit 
to return to work. He should go to work 
at once, as the longer he was away. from work 
the more this imaginary fear would grow 
on him. 

Judge Davitt referred the case to the 
medical referee. 

BURIED IN DEBRIS. 

A similar application was made by Richard 
Murphy, ia. ok tailor, who was also work- 
ing in the house when it collapsed. He told 
the Court that he was buried in the dédris 
for half an hour, and had to be dug out.

LOSS OF AN ARM.

“AN ODD LOT IN THE LABOUR 
MARKET.”’ 


A claim under the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Act was brought against the Great 
Southern Railways Company by an ex- 
fireman, John Phenix, of 63. Bolton street, 
Dublin, who lost his right arm in an accident 
at Templemore on the 27th September, 1923, 
when he was examining a stationary loco- 
motive in the course of his duties. While 
Phenix had his hand on the “*‘ big end " the 
engine driver released the brakes; the engine 
= and Pheenix’s right arm was torn 
off. 

At the time the claimant’s wages were 
£4 5s. per week. The respondents allowed 
him 35s. a week for about nine months, and 
then gave him a light job as lampman at 
£3 14s. a week, which continued until April, 
1930, when his services were dispensed with, 
and he was put back. on the 35s. a week 
compensation. In November, 1951, the 
respondents sought to reduce this amount to 
20s. weekly. 

The case for the respondents was that the 
applicant was not totally incapacitated, and 
that 20s. was reasonable compensation. 

Judge Davitt said that there was no con- 
troversy as to the applicant’s capacity to 
work, but he was partially incapacitated 
owing to the loss of his right arm. In the 
physical sense he was not totally incapa- 
citated, but he was an odd lot in the labour 
= He fixed compensation at 35s. a 
week. 


WIDOW’S CLAIM SETTLED. 

Judge Dayitt acce the terms oí the 
agreement made on Wednesday in the claim 
of Elizabeth Herbert, widow, Robertstown, 
Co. Kildare, for compensation for the loss of 
her husband, Joseph Herbert, who was 
drowned at Dalkey. Mr. Daniel J. Healy, of 
Harbour road, Dalkey, by whom Herbert had 
been employed at the time of his death, was 
the respondent. Judge Davitt made the 
settlement of £175 a rule of Court.
